Cannibal corpses, creepy crawlies, 
ferals, slackjaws and lickers alike 
limped to the beach Friday through 
Sunday for the seventh annual Long 
Beach Zombie Walk festival in Rain- 
bow Lagoon. 

In 2009, Long Beach Cinematheque, 
a non-profit arts organization, with the

help of O Entertainment brought the 
walk to Long Beach in order to raise 
proceeds that will “enrich, connect and 
educate” audiences through the art of 
cinema, according to the event’s press 
release. 

It has since expanded into a three- 
day festival of food vendors, film 
screenings, freak shows, local, live mu- 
sic and other activities. 

The event’s Executive Director Lo- 
gan Crow called it a “zombie Coachel- 
la,” trying to depict an atmosphere of 
zombie culture in a post-apocalyptic 
setting. 

Elaborate makeup jobs and grue- 
some, movie-screen guises have be- 
come staples of the Long Beach Zom- 
bie Walk. Crow who was painted for the 
part, explained that each year the event 
is filled with enthusiastic participation 
from attendees. 

Among his favorites this year was a 
family of Jack in the Box zombies “run- 
ning around with anti-McDonalds pro- 
paganda on their heads.” 

Many participants set out to achieve 
the ultimate undead zombie-esque look 
of their own. 

Amanda DeGirolamo was dressed as 
an undead doctor clad in blood-splat- 
tered scrubs, and she was accompanied 
by Julio Galiano who sported a Hazmat 
suit. 

“We went to goodwill and said ‘What 
can we ruin?’” DeGirolamo said. 

The couple from Hawthorne said 
their strategy was to shop at thrift 
stores, douse their rags in fake blood 
and: come up with a working back- 
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ground story. 

DeGirolamo said they died along- 
side one another in their battle against 
an Ebola outbreak only to rise again to 
prey upon the living. 

Kenneth Cruz from Carson was a 
mangled hospital patient left with hol- 
lowed sockets from gouged out eyes; his 
friend Andrew Lee took three arrows to 
the chest and had a blood-soaked hairdo 
from a hunting trip gone awry 

“We went to a Halloween store, got 
some stuff, looked online to figure 
out how to make fake blood and then 
smeared it everywhere for about 30 
minutes,” Cruz said. 

Across from him, at the standing- 
only table in the sports bar area, Lee 
said that they used water, corn starch, 
red food coloring and chocolate syrup 
for a thicker consistency. 

Some, like Brandon Seebert from 
Pomona, left it up to the pros; he spent 
about one hour and $60 on his movie- 
ready makeup. 

The festival had several makeup 
booths spread throughout the strip of 
vendors. Prices started at $20 and in- 
creased depending on severity of the 
desired makeup. 

“We got it all done here,” said See- 
bert, whose face was now masked with 
an assemblage of rotting flesh. 

Artists like Long Beach Walk four 
year veteran and freelance makeup art- 
ist Sheila Seifi knows it takes a lot more 
than a pair of torn up jeans to make the 
undead come alive.

Remembering psychology professor 


People spoke and 
shared memories 
about former profes- 
sor Robert Thayer.

A memorial service was held for 
Robert Thayer, a psychology profes- 
sor who taught for 51 years at Cal State 
University Long Beach, at the Univer- 
sity Student Union on Friday morning. 

The service had more than 30 attend- 
ees and began with videos of Thayer 
talking about various topics related to 
psychology. After the videos, people 
were given the chance to share a few 
words about Thayer. 


David Whitney, the department 


chair of psychology, spoke on behalf 
of various people such as previous de- 
partment chairs and a student. They all 
mentioned that Thayer had a sense of 
humor. 

“Bob told me that if I want to be 
taken seriously, then I need to wear a 
tie,” Whitney said. “I considered it, but 
I never did wear a tie until today for 
him.” 

Fitzegerald said that as soon Thay- 
er’s death was announced, CSULB 
alumni went into his office to offer a 
$50,000 scholarship to CSULB in his 
name. He said that the first call for the 
scholarship’s application will be held in 
January 2016 and will be open to “de- 
clared graduate students majoring in 
psychology who are pursuing the field 
of mood, personality or social psychol- 
ogy, with first preference going to re- 
search.” 
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Martin Fiebert, the CSULB psychol- 


ogy professor who coordinated Thay- 
er’s memorial service, said he went to 
graduate school with Thayer in 1962. 
He jokingly added that Thayer went to 
his first and second wedding. 

“In 1970 the psychology building 
was open and our offices were togeth- 
er. We shared our office for 44 years,” 
Fiebert said. 

Fiebert added that one of Thayer’s 
accomplishments was a book he wrote 
called “The Origin of Everyday Mood,” 
which was listed in a book called “50 
Citation Classics” as one of the most in- 
fluential books in the 20th century. 

Whitney then talked about how he 
tried to prompt Thayer to retire this 
year because he was ill and on “sick 
leave” for some time. He added that 
Thayer never did retire from CSULB. 

Thayer died on Aug. 25, 2014, at the 
age of 79 due to heart failure, according 
to a close friend.

The University wants feedback from students 


on the campus shuttles.

Cal State University Long Beach’s Sustainable Transportation Program is 
asking its campus community to provide feedback regarding the university 
shuttle system, according to CSULB Associate Vice President of Public Af- 
fairs Terri Carbaugh. 

The feedback should include whether the shuttle system ought to be ex- 
panded in order to alleviate parking stresses, Carbaugh said. 

CSULB has employed a consulting firm to help assist with examining the 
services provided by the campus Shuttle. The university is evaluating existing 
shuttle operations and route options, shuttle route configuration and frequen- 
cies and possible new routes, Carbaugh said. 

Carbaugh said the university is experiencing extremely high student en- 
rollment rates this year, and the study will help gauge the flow of traffic on 
campus. 

“What we don’t want when we hit higher enrollments is we don’t want stu- 
dents to feel like they’re on a crowded and congested campus,” Carbaugh said. 
“We want students to feel like there is ease of movement [through the campus], 
and the shuttles are an important part of that.” 

Students, faculty and staff can give feedback on an online survey at www.

Brandon Hojo, a third year film major, said he is hoping for smoother and 
quicker rides on the campus shuttles in the future. 

“Sometimes it can be really packed [in the shuttle], and sometimes the driv- 
er will wait for a long time at the stop,” Hojo said. “The driver would pull up 
and just sit there, and at times I felt like yelling ‘Go!”” 

The shuttle study is also looking at further integration into the community 
and for ways to improve alternative transportation options in underserved ar- 
eas, Carbaugh said. 

Gina Heinzmann, an international student from Germany studying theatre 
at CSULB, said she would like the campus shuttle system to travel further into 
the surrounding community to pick up students. She lives in the Bixby Knolls 
apartments on San Antonio Drive and often rides the Long Beach Transit Bus 
to school. 

Heinzmann said CSULB should expand its shuttle system so more students 
can experience alternative transportation and assuage parking stresses. 

“It’s really awful to take the public bus sometimes because it takes forever, 
so it would be pretty cool if there was a campus shuttle that stopped near my 
apartment,” Heinzmann said. “It doesn’t have to stop right in front of my door, 
but somewhere near where I can reach it to take directly to campus.” 
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She typically works behind the scenes in televi- 
sion or movies. Her last big project was working 
with the Resident Evil franchise for the sixth game 
of the series release. 

“It’s typical to get hired for zombie stuff. Now 
it’s like the ‘Oh, zombies again?’ kind of feeling,” 
Seifi said. “They’re everywhere. Everybody wants 
to be a zombie.” 

The godfather of cult-classic living dead flicks, 
George Romero, is still channeled through the 
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gory works of freelance make-up artist Sarah 
Gonzales from Long Beach. 

“Seeing stuff like [Romero’s] Creepshow films 
as well as Thriller by Michael Jackson, made me 
really want to learn [how to do makeup],” Gonza- 
les said through a bloodied prosthetic that repli- 
cated a bubbling, infected mouth wound well past 
any chance of treatment. 

Gonzales got her start in cosmetics at Long 
Beach City College. She now works for Sephora 
and has been freelancing for 10 years. 

Her favorite makeup projects are zombies and 
recreating the seared, blistering flesh of burn vic- 
tims.

SULB marches against sexual assault 


Take Back the Night provided

More than 100 Cal State University Long Beach 
participants marched through campus last week, 
chanting anti-violence verses and waving signs that 
read, “CSULB supports Consent” and “Short skirts 
don’t cause rape, rapists do.” 

The Associated Students, Inc. and the Femi- 
nist Organization Reclaiming Consciousness and 
Equality (F.O.R.C.E) hosted “Speak Out and Take 
Back the Night” on Wednesday night with the sup- 
port of the campus-based Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter. 

F.O.R.C.E. is a student political organization on 
campus that seeks to create dialogue and stimulate 
understanding of feminism by raising conscious- 
ness about women’s issues. 

The group tries to give people who have been 
victims of domestic violence and sexual assault a

voice, educate others and create solidarity was the 
purpose of the event, Danielle Carr, president of 
F.O.R.C.E. and senior Women Gender & Sexual- 
ity Studies and Psychology major, said. 

“Create a space so other people can talk about 
this stuff because people have gone through it,” 
Carr said. 

According to the University Police statistics for 
2013, there were two domestic violence reports 

and three reports on sexual assaults. 

University Police Lt. Rick Goodwin said that 
domestic violence is always a problem because of 
what it involves. 

“It’s not a big problem on campus, the reported 
cases on domestic violence are really low. We also 
deal with people on whether they want to report it or 
not,” Goodwin said. 

Before they marched up to the Karl W.E. Anatol 
Center, Take Back the Night participants gathered 
at the Maxson Plaza by the fountains in front of 
Brotman Hall to listen to five guests speak briefly 
about sexual assault and domestic violence. 

The speakers included CSULB President Jane 
Conoley, ASI Secretary of Veteran Affairs 

Wendy Lewis and Planned Parenthood represen- 
tative Jessica Parker. 

Also during the march, some people carried a 
mattress of solidarity, which is a concept that comes 
form a recent art performance project by Columbia 
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University senior Emma Sulkowicz who was raped 
in her dorm room. 

After the march was over, the event moved into 
the Anatol Center, where nationally renowned per- 
formance troupe InterACT performed a few scenes. 

InterACT is a social justice performance troupe 
from CSULB that was founded in 2000 by profes- 
sor of communication studies Marc Richard. 

The scenes were about sexual assault and asked 
audience members to demonstrate ways of inter- 
vention between the perpetrator and would-be 
victim; it also showed ways to show support for a 
victim of rape. 

After the performance, the audience applauded, 
and then the evening took an emotional turn when 
participants voluntarily spoke about their expe- 
rience of being a victim of domestic violence or 
sexual assault. 

As each person told their story, the audience lis- 
tened in silence — a few were weeping. 

After each person spoke, they were given a white 
rose. 

Many in attendance, such as Athena KulKarni, 
a junior psychology major, said they enjoyed the 
event’s approach to this sensitive topic. 

“I think its great that men are out here showing 
support because there are male victims of sexual as- 
sault, so I think its good they are here,” KulKarni 
said.

Eric Romero, a counseling graduate student, said 
he came to the event to show support because he 
knows people who have experienced sexual assault. 

“You should never judge a book by its cover, peo- 
ple can go through a lot of things inside,” Romero 
said. 

ASI Secretary of Women Affairs Julissa Salas 
was one of the speakers who told her story about 


- being in an abusive relationship; she said the event 


means a lot to her because she feels that some peo- 
ple do not know what happened to them, and edu- 
cating about domestic violence and sexual assault is 
very important. 

“T believe people want to educate themselves on 
domestic violence,” Salas said. 

According to the Women’s Resource Center, the 
earliest showing, of the take back the night event 
took place on campus in 2001. 

According to Salas, another Speak Out and Take 
Back the Night event will be held in spring 2015 
bringing awareness about sexual violence. 

The first Take Back the Night event in the U.S., 
according to taking back the night website, took 
place in Philadelphia in October 1975, when resi- 
dents rallied after hearing about the murder of mi- 
crobiologist Susan Alexander Speeth, who was 
walking alone and was stabbed by a stranger a block 
away from her home. The event is now held across 
the U.S. and internationally. 
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The “Dark Web:” a hotbed for child porn, 
and democracy 


o properly understand 

the “Dark Web,” one 

must picture the 

Internet as an iceberg: 

there is the Surface 

Web, upon which we 
waste our time watching cat videos 
and spewing ill-informed opinions 
onto the YouTube comments section 
- and then there is the “Dark Web,” 
which is comprised of encrypted 
websites that allow the users to 
remain anonymous. 

Tor, which stands for “The Onion 
Router,” allows users to anonymously 
share files, browse the Internet and 
communicate by bouncing Internet 
traffic through other computers 
so as to conceal the user’s identity. 
Normally, law enforcement can trace 
file sharing and Internet browsing 
activity from the IP address to expose 
the computer’s owner; however, Tor 
protects the privacy of its users and 
often frustrates the efforts of law 
enforcement. 

Although the Tor network was 
initially created to advance the 
interests of intellectual freedom, 
democracy and human rights, 
evildoers quickly commandeered 
the program in order to share child 
pornography, traffic drugs online and 
host websites committed to terrorism. 

The U.S. Naval Research Laboratory 
originally designed Tor in 2002 


for use by the State Department. 
The project was intended to help 
journalists, political dissidents and 
human rights 
workers share 
information for 
the purposes 

of encouraging 
democratization 
in illiberal 
countries such 
as China, Iran 
and Syria 
without facing 
reprisals by their 
governments. 
According to the Guardian, it receives 
60 percent of its funding from 

both the State Department and the 
Department of Defense (DOD). 

The fact that it receives funding 
from the DOD is highly ironic, 
especially since the NSA has mounted 
a tremendous effort in concert with 
its British counterpart to crack the 
Tor system and de-anonymize all of 
the users operating on the network. 
While the NSA views Tor as a tool 
for terrorists and foreign spies to 
avoid detection by the NSA, the State 
Department views Tor as a tool for 
political activists to fight for human 
rights in totalitarian and intolerant 
countries. 

When Edward Snowden released 
his shocking batch of revelations, we 
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Although the Tor network was initially created 
to advance the interests of intellectual free- 
dom, democracy and human rights, evildoers 
quickly commandeered the program 


discovered that the NSA still cannot 
breach the Tor network and uncover 
the identities of its users. 

One top-secret presentation by 
agents in the NSA titled “Tor Stinks,” 
states: “We will never be able to de- 
anonymize all Tor users all the time.” 
It continues and notes that, “With 
manual analysis we can de-anonymize 
a very small fraction of Tor users.” 
Most importantly, the report says that 
the agency has had “no success de- 
anonymizing a user in response” to a 
specific request. 

The anonymous nature of Tor 
places an insurmountable obstacle 
in front of the NSA’s intelligence- 
gathering efforts. Currently, the tug of 
war surrounding Tor’s anonymity is 
State Department 1, NSA 0. 


Although the State Department 
uses Tor to ensure the online privacy 
of political dissidents and democracy 
activists abroad, 
it has also been 
used for far 
more insidious 
purposes, . 
such as drug 
dealing, child 
pornography 
and terrorism. 

In October 
of 2013, federal 
agents stormed 
a library in 
San Francisco and captured Ross 
Ulbricht; perhaps more importantly, 
they captured his laptop. From 2011 
to 2013, Ulbricht’s laptop served as 
the command post for the notorious 
online black market for illegal goods 
and services known as the “Silk 
Road.” 

It was basically an Amazon. 
com for all things illegal. Silk 
Road, which operated on the Tor 
network, facilitated the trade of 
approximately $1.2 billion in drugs, 
guns and hacking tools, according 
to an American University National 
Security Law Brief. 

Child pornography peddlers have 
similarly taken advantage of all that 
Tor has to offer. For example, last year, 
the FBI launched a massive operation 


terrorism 


against Irishman Eric Eoin Marques, 
whom the FBI dubbed “the biggest 
facilitator of child pornography on the 
planet.” Marques operated Freedom 
House, a poorly named web hosting 
service that allowed pedophiles to 
anonymously traffic horrific child 
pornography over the Tor network. 

A different child pornography site 
named Lolita City also operated on the 
Dark Web; that is, until the high-tech 
“hacktivists” at Anonymous took down 
the website and exposed the account 
details of 1,589 users and posted it as 
evidence, according to Slate. 

In addition, terrorists have even 
used the Tor network; for example, 
the Washington Post reported last 
year that the NSA successfully 
discovered the identity of an al-Qaeda 
operative who was working as a 
propagandist and posting information 
on the organization’s website. 

Although the State Department 
originally created the Tor network 
for the purposes of helping political 
dissidents and human rights activists 
operate in foreign countries, the NSA 
has undertaken aggressive efforts to 
undermine the anonymity of its users. 
And so far, the NSA’s efforts have 
proven unsuccessful. The Tor network 
has also morphed into a hotbed of 
criminal activity, allowing people to 
traffic drugs, share child pornography 
and promote terrorism anonymously.

Juan Cole misrepresented the threat of returning jihadists from ISIS 


attended Juan Cole’s speech on Oct. 16. 
One of the more noteworthy things Cole 
said came during the Q and A session when 
a young man asked him about the Western- 
ers who have joined ISIS, particularly the 
British man known as “Jihadi John” who 
carried out the notorious beheadings of American 
journalists James Foley and Steven Satloff. This led 
Cole into a denunciation of British Prime Minister 
David Cameron, who Cole said was using the issue 
to cause fear among the British public. Cameron, 
said Cole, was playing to his Conservative Party 
constituency, which he calls racist. He called the 
release of the news Islamophobic, a way to beat up 
on British Muslims, and said that Cameron should 
be ashamed. 
Cole added that there are almost four million 


Muslims in Britain and that the quoted number of 
400 who have reportedly gone to join ISIS is an 
infinitesimal number. He briefly referred to the FBI 
claiming that some 100 Americans have joined up, 
but said nothing about all the other Western nations 
whose passport-holders have joined. 

While Cole has probably forgotten more about 
the Middle East than I will ever know, I do take 
exception with the way he characterized the release 
of news that some 400 British Muslims have gone 
off to join ISIS. While it may be an infinitesimal 
number compared to the overall Muslim population 
of the UK, and may not represent majority Muslim 
thought, it is a cause for concern. 

Four hundred ISIS fighters returning to Britain 
can do a lot of damage to a country that has already 
experienced the slaughter of a British soldier on a 


London street and the recent beheading of a woman 
by a Muslim convert. In addition, the killer who 
attacked the Brussels Jewish center was a French 
citizen who had returned from fighting in Syria-to 
say nothing about the pernicious influence of Anjem 
Choudary and his followers in the UK. Finally, such 
Western fighters have originated in other European 
countries as well as Canada, Australia and the US. 

And just this week, two Canadians, whose pass- 
ports had been seized for fear they were going off 
to join ISIS have carried out two terrorist attacks 
in Canada killing two Canadian soldiers in the 
process. Western jihadists are nothing for Cole to 
pooh-pooh. 

But, let’s face it: Cole has his agenda.

After coming back to the USU ball- 
rooms, attendees will be able to paint 
their face, a tradition on Dia de los 
Muertos.

Der gleiche Artikel 
berichtet, dass einige seiner gréBten 
Kritiker den Feiertag als Anreiz fiir 
einnahmehungrigen Unternehmen oder 
nur als eine weitere Amerikanisierung 
ihrer Kultur interpretieren. 

“Da Halloween urspriinglich aus den 
USA kommt und es ziemlich spat nach 
Deutschland kam, kenne ich Hallow- 
een kaum aus meiner Kindheit,” sagte 
Englisch- Student Jens Horbert, 25, aus 
Frankfurt. “Mitterweile ist Halloween 
hier bekannt, aber es feiern eher Junge 
Leute und Familien als altere Menschen 

Horbert wird eine Party mit seinen 
Freunden machen und einen Hallow- 
een-Themenabend im “Arm” besuchen, 
einem 6rtlichen Club in Kassel. 

Nur 20 Prozent Deutschlands feiern 
Halloween, ausweislich des Spiegel 
Online. Aktivitaten wie Trick-or-Treat- 
ing und Kiirbisschnitzen sind haufiger 
in gréferen Stadten, folgt man der In- 
ternetseite About.com. 

In der 10. Klasse im Gymnasium 
trug Passi Marquardt, 15, aus Hamburg, 
ein kleines Halloween-Gedicht vor: 


“Wir sind die kleinen Geister, 
und essen gerne Kleister, 

und wollen sie uns nichts geben, 
bleiben wir hier kleben!” 


Marquardt wird den Abend mit 
Freunden feiern. Obwohl er kein 
Kostiim tragen wird, wird die Gruppe 
Horrorfilme gucken und nachts spazie- 
ren gehen. 

“Es ist nicht so groB [wie] in Ameri- 
ka, aber wir feiern Halloween auch und 
verkleiden uns,” sagte Soziologie- und 
Englisch-Studentin Stefanie Coline, 21, 
aus Kassel. Sie feiert auch ihren Ge- 


burtstag am 31. Oktober und wird sich 
als ein Zombie verkleiden bei ihre Hal- 


loween “Motto’-Party. 

“Es geht darum sich gruselig und 
eklig zu verkleiden und nicht nuttig, 
Wie viele Frauen in Amerika ‘es* ma- 
chen,” sagte Coline. Sie bemerkt einen 
entsprechenden Unterschied zwischen 
der Auslegung der Traditionen.

Trotzdem gibt es Geden- 
kreden von der Kanzlerin Angela 
Merkel und dem Bundesprasidenten

schleicht umher in Deutschland 


While some see it as yet another Americanization of German culture or 
an opportunity for commercial profit, Halloween has been a new trend- 
ing holiday in Germany since the early ‘90s.

From the bonfires lit by costumed Celts at the ancient Sam- 
hain feasts, to the door-to-door tricks and treats of popular 
western traditions, Halloween has evolved from its Irish ori- 
gin into yet another transatlantic jump to Germany. 

“f Halloween] isn’t really an original holiday in Germany, 
but rather a tradition that has been copied from America,” 
said horse management student Webke Kunz, 25, from Kas- 
sel, Germany. “Many clubs and bars throw Halloween par- 
ties, but we don’t decorate our houses or ‘trick or treat’ [as 
commonly].” 

Halloween is a fairly young holiday in Germany; it began 
in 1991, according to Spiegel Online. The same article notes 
that some of the holiday’s biggest critics have interpreted 
Halloween as a business incentive taken by revenue-hungry 
retailers or just another Americanization of their culture. 

“Since [Halloween] is a little late coming to Germany, | 
only remember it from my late childhood,” said english stu- 
dent Jens Horbert, 25, from Frankfurt, Germany. “It is now 
well-known, but mostly celebrated by young people and fam- 
ilies rather than older generations.” 

Horbert will be partying with friends and attending a 
Halloween-themed night at Arm, a small nightclub in Kassel. 

Only about 20 percent of Germany celebrates Hallow- 
een, according to Spiegel Online. Trick-or-treating, which is 
translated as “Siies, sonst gibt’s Saure,” and pumpkin-carv- 
ing are more common in larger, metropolitan areas, accord- 
ing to About.com. 

Tenth grade student Passi Marquardt, 15, from Hamburg, 
Germany, recited a short Halloween poem children may say 
on their door-to-door candy hunts: 


“We are the little ghosts, 
Who often eat paste. 


And until you give us sweets, 
We will stick here like glue.” 


Although no costumes will be involved, Marquardt men- 
tioned that he will be spending the night with friends to watch 
horror films. 

“tHalloween] is not as big as it is in America, but we still 
celebrate it and dress up in costumes,” said sociology and 
English student Stefanie Coline, 21, from Kassel. Her birth- 
day is on Oct. 31, and she will be dressing as a zombie for her 
Halloween-themed party. 

“It is about being ugly and scary, not slutty like [the cos- 
tumes of] many American girls,” said Coline, noting a sig- 
nificant difference between the interpretations of traditions. 

“Popular costume choices for boys include vampires or 
Frankenstein’s monster,” said Marquardt. “For girls, witches 
and zombies seem to be crowd favorites.” 

Along with the 200-year-old, world-renowned Oktober- 
fest, Germany celebrates other holidays during this month 
such as the Day of German Unity on Oct. 3, which recognizes 
the fall of the Berlin Wall and the country’s reunification of 
East and West Germany. 

“On Oct. 3, students and workers have the day off, ” said 
Marquardt. “There are commemorative speeches given by 
the chancellor, Angela Merkel, and the president, Joachim 
Gauck.” 

Some qualities of neighboring German holidays are famil- 
iar to Halloween, which may explain its late-blooming ap- 
peal. 

St. Martin’s Day takes place on Nov. 11; costume-clad 
children walk the streets in a precession lit by homemade 
lanterns, reciting religious songs in commemoration of St. 
Martin. 

By 11:11 p.m. that night, Germany’s Mardi Gras season, 
known as Karneval, Fasching or Fastnacht depending on the 
region, takes full swing. This celebration is considered an en- 
tire season filled with costumes, parades and practical jokes, 
lasting until late Feb. or early March.

The No. 23 Long Beach State wom- 
en’s volleyball team held onto its per- 
fect record in the Big West Conference 
by beating UC Riverside and UC Davis 
in the Walter Pyramid over the week- 
end. 

The 49ers (18-4, 8-0 Big . West) 
trounced UCR in three sets and UCD in 
four, giving the ‘Niners an 11-1 record 
inside the Pyramid. 

“The good news is we’re 8-0; the bad 
news is it’s only the first half,’ head 
coach Brian Gimmillaro said. “We are 
playing faster; we are playing together. 
I appreciate how hard they’re working.” 

LBSU swept UCR (2-18, 0-8 Big 
West) Friday night 25-13, 25-14 and 
25-15. 

“Overall I thought we played pretty 
well,” Gimmillaro said. “I just thought 
that we were anxious all night wanting 
to do so well. We were pretty much in 
control. We could’ve done better, but 
we did okay.” 

Defense wasn’t an issue in the match 
for the 49ers who totaled 10 team 
blocks while the Highlanders had four. 
The Beach hit .213 and held UCR to 
-.066 hitting. 

“[Our] hitting percentage is way too 
low,” Gimmillaro said. “We’ve got to 
do a better job putting the ball away. We 
just made too many mistakes.” 

Senior middle blocker Chisom Ok- 
pala and junior outside hitter Alex Reid 
led the match with nine kills each. Ok- 
pala also added five blocks, while Reid 
pitched in 11 digs. The Highlanders’

The 49ers were able to stay on top

“Tt meant a lot for us to go 4-0 in the 
[Mountain Pacific Sports Federation],”

he said. “Now we can play without any 
stress because we have nothing to lose.” 

LBSU (12-3, 4-0 MPSF) beat UCI 
(13-8, 1-4 MPSF) by two points, and 
Anteaters’ head coach Marc Hunt said 
he saw what contributed to his team’s 
loss. 

“We had a lot of high-percentage 
shots that we missed,” he said. “Con- 
versely, Long Beach executed where 
they needed to and we did not.” 

After the 49ers took the lead at the 
start of the second quarter in Sunday’s

MPSF), they never let up. LBSU de- 
fender Zacchary Kappos fired a shot 
past the Tigers’ defense and into the 
back of the cage, which gave the 49ers 
a 3-2 lead. 

By halftime, Guimares had muscled 
through two Pacific defenders that 
helped give the 49ers a 5-3 lead. 

Senior attacker Milos Vrzic skipped 
a one-hop shot into the back of the net 
on. a counter attack, and pushed Pacific 
to a three-point deficit. 

In the fourth-quarter, senior captain 


and utility Devin Mefford sealed the 
win for the ‘Niners by scoring his first 
goal of the game, giving his team a 9-4 
lead. 

“It’a all Rico right there,” Mefford 
said. “He is one of our smartest players 
out there, always looking for someone 
to hook up with the ball. If not, he’s 
playing center and scoring goals inside 
the two-meters.” 

Ljepopio said it is uncommon to al- 
low so few points against a conference 
team. 

“We did a great job on defense,” he 
said. “Letting them score only four 
goals is a big thing against an MPSF 
team.” 

After the game, Mefford talked 
about how good it felt to take both wins 
over the weekend.

LBSU will enter the Big 
West Tournament as 
first in the conference 
after beating Cal State 
Northridge.

The Long Beach State women’s 
soccer team jumped to first place in 
the Big West Conference after defeat- 
ing Cal State Northridge Thursday 
night in front of over 1,000 people 
during the 49ers’ last home game of 
the season. 

With the victory, the 49ers (8-5-5, 
4-1-2) secured their spot in the Big 
West Tournament, where four of the 
nine Big West teams qualify to com- 
pete. 

The 49ers got out in front of the 
visiting Matadors (7-9-1, 4-2-0) with 
a goal from freshman forward Ash- 
ley Gonzales. It was Gonzales’ eighth 
goal of the season, and head coach 
Mauricio Ingrassia marveled at her 
progression as a player.

“You don’t know what to expect 
from freshmen, really,’ Ingras- 
sia said. “She’s a special talent, and 
she’s just getting started. She’s a hard 
worker, very focused, loves the game. 
It’s a pleasant surprise.” 

It was another impressive per- 
formance for the 49ers against Big 
West competition. The game marked 
the third consecutive clean sheet for 
sophomore goalkeeper Ashton Mck- 
eown. 

Ingrassia said he thought his team 
played well all around, defensively 
and offensively.

I 
felt really good about how we put our 
stamp on the game.” 

Before the start of the game, the 
49ers took a moment to honor their 
four graduating seniors: defender 
Taylor Nelson, defender Natalie 
Zeenni, goalkeeper Kaci McCain and 
forward Matisse Hemingway. 

A very emotional Nelson described 
what she will miss most about LBSU. 

“Just being around the girls ev- 
ery day,” Nelson said. “They’re my 
family. I spend every day with them, 
so they mean a lot to me. It’s weird

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thinking about how in a couple 
weeks, I’m going .to be waking up 
and not spending five hours with 
them.” 

A more subdued Zeenni said she 
was still numb to the fact that she had 
just played her final home game. 

“TI keep hearing it, and I know it,” 
Zeenni said. “But I haven’t felt it yet, 
I don’t think.” 

Like Nelson, Zeenni said she will 
miss the family atmosphere the LBSU 
program has created.
